Aslong as_I have fenfe or reafon, I fhallimprove , 
them tothe honour of Art; efpecially that of Alchymie. 
In the perfection thereof there are riches, honour,health, 
and length of dayes: by it Artefivs lived 1000. years; 
Flammell built.28 Hofpitalls with large revenues to then, 
befides Churches and Chappe's; for it, both they and 
divers more were accounted Philofophers , and wife men, 
which founds more honoufable in my eares then all the 
ratling and empty titles of honour: whatfoever befides. 
In the perfection of this Art, I. mean the accomplifhing 
of the Elixir, is the Sulphur of Philofophers fet at Jiber- 
ty, which gratifies the releafers thereof with three King- 
domes, 1%, Vegetable, Animall, and Minerall, and what 
cannot they do, and how honcurable are they, that have 
the command of thefez They may command Lead into 
Gold, dying plants into fruitfulnefle, the fick“into 
health, old age into youth,darkneffe into light, and what 
note A month would failto give you.an account of their 
‘power and dominations. Now for the effe@ing of this] 
{hall befides what I have advifed in the Epiftle to the 
Reader, fay only this; Court the Mother, and you winne 
the Daughter, prevail with Nature, andthe fair Diana of 
the Philofophers is at your. fervice.

That empty naturall- philo# 
fophy which is read in the Univerfiries, is {carce the 
meaneft hand-maid to this Queen of Arts. It is pity 
there is fuch great encouragement. for many empty and 
unprofitable Arts, and none for this, and fiich like 
ingenuities, which if promoted would render an Univer- 
fity far more flourifhing then the former. I once read 
or heard of a famous Univerfity beyond Sea, that was 
faln into decay, through what caufe I know not: but 
there was a generall councell held by the learned, how to 
reftore it to its primitive glory. The Medinm at lait agreed 
upon was the promoting of -Alchymie,and encouraging 
the Artifts themfelves. But I never expe to fee fuch rati- 
onall aétings inthis Nation,till fhadows vanifh,fubftances 
flourifh, and truth prevail: which time [h®peis at hand 
and defired by alltrue Artifts, and tomy knowledge, 
efpecially by your felf, upon which account I truly 
honour you.

private méns hands. When therefore I confidered what need 
there is of, and how acceptable a generall treatife of Distile 
lations might be, e{pecially to our Englifh Nation( and the 
rather fince Baker spon Diftillations ts by reafon of the de- 
{cription of a few fur naces.and vellels therein, befides which 
there ts {mall variety either of preparations, or curiofities, 
fold at {uch ahigh rate\I thought 1 could dothem no beticr 
service then to prefent them with [uch a treatife of that fub- 
ject, which fhould contain in it the choifeft preparations of 
she felecteft Authors both ancient and moderne, and thofe of 
feverall languages, andwhich Ihave attained by my own 
long, and manuall experience,tegether with [uch as 1 have 
by way of exchange purchafed out of the hands of private 
men, mbich they had monopolized as great fecrets. But on 
the other hand when I cenfidered what a multitude of Artifts.

3 Diftillation: is thechanging of profle thick bodies intoa 
thinnerand liquid {ubftance, or feparation of the pureliquor © 


fronrthe impure feces. 

I {hall treat:of Diftillation according to all thefe three accep-= 
tions, and:no-otherwife; hence thall exclude Sublimation, and 
Calcination, which are ofdry fubftances, unlefle'l thall by the 
way make ufe of eitherin relation to the perieCting of any kind 
of Diftillation, be Sh, : 

Now becaufeall, or moft of thefe diftillations are. to be pers 
formed by heat, it will be neceflary to underftand how miny 


degrees

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degrees of heat there are, and which are convenient for every 
aperation ;and they are principally four. © 

The firft isonly a warmth, as is that of horfe dung, of the 
Sun, of warm water, andthe vapour thereof, which kind of 
heat ferves for putrefa&ticn, and digeftion. 

2 The fecond is of feething water, andthe vapour thereof, 
as alfo of afhes, and ferves to diftill thofe. things which 
arefubtile, and moift, as alfo for the rectifying of any: {pirie., 
Or oil. . 

3 Thethird is of fand and filings of iron, which ferves. to. . 
diftill things fubtle, and dry, or groffe and maifti, 

4, The fourth is ofa naked fire, clofe, open, or with’a blaft, 
which ferves to diftill Metalls-and Minerals, and hard gummie 
things, as Amber, &c. Ido not fay ferves.only to diftill thefe, 
for many of the former diftillations.are performed: by this heat, 
as the diftilling of Spirits and Oils,.&c. ina copper ftill. overa 
naked fire; but thefe may bediftilled by the two former degrees 
iat of leat ; but Mineralls and fuch like cannot but by:this: fourth 
. 4 degreealone. 


Of the matter and form of Furnaces. | 


Ags epettes of Furnaces is‘various, for they may be made 
either of brick and clay, ‘or clay alone with whites of 
Egges, hair, and filings of Iron, (and-of thefe ifthe clay be- fac 
are made the beft, and moft durable Furnaces) or of Iron, or 
Copper, caft or forged. The forms alfo of Furnaces are various. 

The fitteft form¢or Diftillation is round ;| for fo the heat of

This is that effence of Wine of the Phi- 
lofophers, which is fo penetrating, ‘fo wonderful cordial and 
balfamical, which if thou doeft once obtain , thou fhale need bur 
few other medicines. . | 

Now this {pirie or Aqua vite,is in all Vegetables, as you may 
fee in Malt, and Vegetables that'are putrefied before they be di- 
ftilled, which then yeelda burning fpirit; yetitisin Wine 
more then inany,other Liquors: I fay Liquors, for ifjyou 
take eight gallons of Sack, andas much Wheat, which isa folid 
body, the Wheat being malted, will yeeld‘ more Aqua vite ther 
the Sack. 3 | 

2 Theflegm is that which remains after the fpirit is diftils 
led off, and is a putrid, infipid, cold, narcotick, and inebriating 
Liquor, debilitating the ftomach and offending the head. A feu 


} © fpoonfuls of this will prefently makea man drunk, nay the 


> flegm of halfa pint of Wine will make aman drunk, when as 
_ twopints of Wine.it felfe would hardly doe it: whence you 
may collect whata great corretor of Malignant fpitits, and va- 
pours the fpirit of Wineis which,whileft it is mixed withthe 
flegm before diftillation, doth temper and corre& this inebria- 
ting quality thereof, and as it doth thus, fo alfo being given (I 
mean the pure deflegmated fpirit) tothem that are already in+ 
ebriated, deth much allay their diftemper, This flegm therefore 
being of fo-narcotick a quality isthe caufe of Palfies, and fuch 
like diftempers. 3 
_ Moreover it. is to be obferyed that when this flegmis to be 
diftilled-off, there remaing at the bottom a vifcous corrofive 
matter, which by reafon ofits vifcofity is thecaufe of obftru- 


_, ions, and by reafon of its corrofivenefle the caufe of the gout, 
eolick, ftone, &c, R 3 This 
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3 This feces being diftilled yeelds a tharp {pirit,fand fetid 
oyl, which leave behind thema faltith fubftance, out of which 
when the falt is extragéted, there remains an infipid earth. 

Now ifany fhalljobjeGjagainft what I have aiferved, and fay 
that Agua vite, or {pirit of Wine are inebriating, the caufes of 
Palfte, ftone, gout, colick, weak ftomachs, and fuch like : aswe 
fee by dayly experience in thofethat are given to thedrinking 
of thefe Liquors : to which I anfwer it istrue : but then I mutt 
diftinguifh of Aqua vite, and {pirit of Wine, for there is a com> 
mon Aqua vite, and{pirit of Wine, of which alfo they make 
Anifced water by putting a few Anifeeds thereunto, and other 
fuch like waters, as Clove, Angelica, Lemmon,&c. With which 
this Nation is moft abominably cheated, and their health im- 
paired. Butthefe are not redtifiedthroughly , but three parts 
of four ofthem arean infipid.Narcotick flegm, containing in 
it the feces I {pake of, all which I can in a day feparate from the 
truc pare {pirit, which fpirit rather preventsthen caufes fuch 
diftempers : And the truthis, all the goodnefle ofthe Wine is 
from this pure {fpirit. 


The famous: Arcanum, on reftorative Medicament of Paracelfus, cal- 
led his Homunculus, 


Irft we muft, underfand that there are three aceeptions of 


the word Homunculus in Paracelfus, which are thefe. 

1. Homunculus is a{uperftitious imagemade inthe plaee or 
name of any one, -that it may contain an Aftrall and invifible 
man;-wherefore it was made fe a fuperftitious ufe. 

2 Homunculusistaken for an artificiall man, made of Sperma 
humanum. Mafculinum, digefted into the fhape ofa man, andthen 
nourifhed and, encreafed with the eflence of mans bloud; and 
this is not repugnant tothe poflibility of Nature and Art. But 
is one ofthe greateft wonders of God which he ever did fuffer 
mortall man to know. I fhall not. here fet down the full pro- 
ceffe becaufe I think it unficto be done, at leaft to be divulged: 
befides, neither this nor the former is.for my prefent purpofe. 

3 Homunculus is taken fora moft excellent Arcanum or Medi- 
cament extracted by the {pagyricall Art, from the chiefeft ase 
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of the naturall life in man, and according to this acception I 

‘thall here fpeak of it: But before I thew you the procefle I fhall . 
give you an account why this Medicament is called Homunculus 
and it is this. 

No wife man will deny that the ftaffe of life is the nutriment 
thereof, and that the chiefeft nutriment is Bread and Wine, be- 
ing ordained by God and Nature above all other things for the 
{uftentation thereof,  Befides Paracelfus preferred this nutriment 
for the generation of the bloud and fpirits, andthe formin 
_ thence theSperm of this Homunculus: Now by a futable allufi- 
on the nutriment is taken for the life of man, and efpecially be- 
cafe it is tranfmuted into life-and again the life is taken for the 
man, for unleflea man be alive he is not a man , but the carcafle 
only ofa man,and the bafeft part thereof,which cannot perfeé&- 
ly be taken for the whole man, as the nobleft partmay. Inas 
much therefore as the nutriment, or aliment of life may be 
called the life of man, andthe life of man be called man ; this 
nutriment extracted out of Bread and Wine, and bein g by dige- 
{tion exalted into the higheft purity of a nutritive fubflance 3 
and confequently becoming the life of man » being fo potenti~ 
ally, may Metaphorically be called Homunculus. 

The proceffe, which in part fhall be fet down allegorically is 
thus: Take the beft Wheat and the beft Wine, of each a like 

uantity, put them into a glaffe, which you muft hermetically 

dlofe : then let them putrefiein horfe dung three days, or until 
the Wheat begin to germinate, .or to fprout forth, which then 
muftbe taken forth and bruifed ina Mortar, and be prefied 
througha linnen cloth, and there will come forth a white Juice 
like milk; you muft. caftaway the feces: Let thisjiiice be puc 
- into aglaffe, which muft not be above half fall;ftop it clofe'and 
fet it in horfe dungas before, for the {paceof fifty days. If the 
heat be temperate, and not exceeding the natural] heat ofa man, 
the matter will be turned into afpagyricall bloud 5 and fiefh, 
like an Embryo. ‘This is the principal, andnext matter, out of 
whrch is generated atwofold {perm viz. ofthe father and moe 
ther, generating the Homunculus, without which there ‘can be 
- thade no generation, whether humane, or animall. 
From the bloud, and fieth of thisEmbryo let the water be 
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116 Of the Art of Diftillation, Boox V, 
feparated in Balzeo. andthe air in afhes, andbothbe kept by | 
themfelves. Then to the feces of the latter diftillation let the — 
water of the former diftillation be added; both which my fi(the 
glafle being clofe ftopt) putrefie in Balzeo the {pace of ten days, 
after this diftill the water the fecond time, (which is then the 
yehiculum of the firft) together with the fire , in afhes, then di- 
ftill off this water in a gentle Balneo, and in the bottom remains 
the fire which muft be diftilled in afhes. Keep both thefe a part. 
And thus you have the fourElements feparated from the Chaos 
of the Embryo. 

.. The feculent earth is tobe reverberated ina clofe veffel for 
the fpace of four dayes: In the interim diftil offthe fourth part 
of the firft diftillacion fin Balneo, and caft it away; the other 
three parts diftill in afhes, and pour itupon the reverberated 
earth, and diftill it ina ftrong fire ; cohobate it four times, and 
fo you fhall have a very clear water, which you muft keep by it 
felf: Then pour theair on the fame earth, and diftil it in a - 
ftrong fire, and there will come over a clear, fplendid, odorifes 
rous water, which muft be kept apart : After this pour the fire 
upon the firft water, and putrefie them together in Bglneo the 
{pace of three days, then put them into a Retort and diftil them 
in fand, and there will come over a water tafting of the fire: let 
this water be diftilled in Balueo, and what diftils off keep by it 
felf, as alfo what remainsin the bottome,which is the fire, keep 
by it felf. This laft diftilled water pour again upon its earth, 
and let thena be macerated together in-Ba/neo for the {pace of 
three dayes, and then letall the water be diftilledin fand, and: 
let what will arifebe feparatedin Balneo, and the refidence re- 
maining inthe bottome be referved with the former refidence, 
Let the water be again poured upon the earth,be abftraéted >and 
feparatedas before, untill nothing remain in the bottom which © 
isnot feparated in Balneo.. This being done, let the water which 
was laft feparated bemixed. with ‘the refidue ofits fire, and be 
macerated in Balneo three or four dayes, andall’beé diftilled in . 
Balneo, that can-afcend with that heat, and let what remains be - 
diftilled in afhes fromthe fire, and what fhall be elevated is aerj. 
all; and what remains inthe bottomeis fiery: Thefe two laf 
Liquors arealcribed to the two irft principles, the former to 
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Mercury, and the latter to Sulphur, and are accounted by Para” 


~ eelfus,not as Elements; but their vitall parts, beingas it were 


the natural fpirits and foul, which are in them by nature. Now 
both are to be re&tified, and reflected into their center witlta 
circularmotion, that this Mercury may be prepared with its 
water being kept clear, and odoriferous inthe upper place, but 
the Sulphur by itfelf. Now it remains that welook into the 
third principle : Tet thé reverberated earth being ground upon 
amarble imbibe its owne water, which didabove remain after 
the laft feparation of the Liquors made in Balneo, fo that this be 
the fourth part of the weight ofits earth, and be congealed by 
the heat of afhesinto its earth, and let thisbe done fooft, the 
proportion being obferved, untill the earth hath drunk upall 
its water. And laftly let this earth be fublimed into a white 
powder, as white as{now, the fecesbeing caftaway. Thisearth 
being fublimed and freed from its obfcurity is the true Chaos 
ofthe Elements, forit contains thofe. things occult, feeing it . 
is the falt of nature, in which they lye hid, being as it were re- 


“fle&ted in their center. Thisis the third principle of Paracelfis, 


and the falt, which is the matrix,. in which the two former 
{perms, viz. of the man and woman, the parentsofthe Hemun- 
culus, viz. Of Mercury and Sulphur, are to beput, andto be 
clofed up. together in aglazen womb fealed with Hermes feals 
for the; true generation of the Homunculus produced from the 
fpagyricall Embryo : and this isthe Homunculus or great Arca- 
num, otherwife calledthe nutritive Medicament of Paracelfus. 

This Homunculus or nutritive Medicament, isof fuch vertue 
that prefently after it is taken into the body, itis turned into 


_bloud, and {pirits. - If then difeafes prove mortall becaufe they 


deftroy the fpirits , what mortal difeafe: can withfland fuch a 
medicine, that doth fo foon repair, and{fo ftrongly fortifiethe 
{piritsas this Homunculus being as the oyl to the flame, into 
which it is immediately turned, thereby renewing the fame? By- 
this Medicament therefore, as difeafes are overcome, ‘and expel-: - 
led, {o.alfo.youth is renewed, and gray hairs prevented... 
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An Artificiall way to make Flefh. 


Ake ofthe crums ofthe bef wheaten bread afloon as it comes 

forih out of the Oven being very hot,as muchas you pleafe, 
put it into a glaffe veflell,which you muft prefently hermetical- 
lyclofe. Then fec it in digeftion in a temperate Balneo, the 
{pace of two months, andit will beturned into a fibrous fiefh. 

Ifany Artift pleafe to exalt it to ahigher perfection accor- 
ding co the Rules of Art, he may find out, how great a nouri- 
fher, .andreftorative Wheat is,and whatan excellent medicine 
it may make. 
, Note chat there muft beno other moifture put into the glafs 
belides what isin the bread it felf. 


Paracelfus his shay for the raifing of adead bird to life, and for the ge- 
nerdting many Serpents of one,both which are performed by putrefattion. 


Bird isreftored to life thus, xz. Takea Bird, put it alive 


into a gourd glaffe,and feal it up hermetically, burn it to 


afhesin the third degree of fire, then putrefie it in horfe dung 
intoa mucilaginous flegm, and fo by a continued digeftion that 
flegm muft be brought'to a further maturity (being taken out, 
and put into an ovall veffell of a juft bigneffe to hold it) by an 
exact digeftion, and will fo become a renewed bird = which 
faith Paracelfus isone of the greateft wonders in Nature, and 
fhews the great vertue of putrefaction. 

2 CutaSerpentinto final] pieces, which put into a gourd 
glafle which you muft Hermetically fealup, then putrefie them 


in horfedung, andthe whole Serpent will become living again 


in the glaffe, in theform either of worms or fpawne of fifhes ; 

‘Now ifthefe worms be in a fitting manner, brought out of pu- 
trefaction, and nourtfhed ; manyhundred Serpents will be bred 
out of one Serpent,whereof every one will beas big as the firft. 
And as it is faid of the Serpent,fo alfo many other living crea-

that lever heard’or read, of the caufe of the heat in Bathes is that 
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which is given by Mounfier de Rochas;andthatin a demonftrativ” 


- ‘way3His words are thefe. As I was faith he) with fome of my © 


companions wandring in Savoy, 1 found inthe valley: of La- 
serne betwixt the Alpsahot fpring; I began to confider: che « 
caufe of this heat, and whereas the vulgar opinion is, that -the: 
heat of fountains is ftom mountains fired within; Ifaw reafon 
to think the contrary, becaufe I faw {now upon’ a mountaine 
from whence this hot {pring came, unmelted; which could not 
poflibly buc have been diffolved by: the hot fumtes ‘of ‘the 
mountains, had they been fired.. Whereupon being’ unfatisfied 
I with my companions and other labourers( whom I could ve= 
ry hardly perfwade to undertake fuch a bufineflé by reafon they 
were affraid that fire would thereupon breake forth ‘out of the 
ground and confume us) got tools and fet upon digging to 
find out the trae caufe of the heat of this fountain: After, we 
had digged 15. dayes( having before perceived the water to be

by making it fo.acid that itmieht caufean ebullitien when ic

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* cameto bejoyned with a fulphur Mine. Now then how to 
. give this Nitrea fufficient acidity is the great queftion. For 
‘ the better effecting of this we muft:onfider whence. that nie 
tous water (above mentioned )in the earth had the greateft 
part of its acidity. Asto that, it muft be remembre@ that the 
virgin earth throu$h which theacid nitrous water did run, did 
eonden{e the nitrous air or-vapours into a nitrous falt, and 
-withall it is co be contidered that before this nitrous aire or va- 
pour,before it be condenfed,even when it is neer unto conden{a- 
tion is acid,and part of ic before condenfation is mixed with the 
wacer,and fo renders it acid, .Now that waters have great 
part oftheir acidity fromthe acid. vapours: of .acid Mineralls 
both Henricus ab Heers,and Fordan upon Mineral] waters affrme: 
and that {alts unbodied, are far more acid then when they have 
aflumed a body, is clearly manifeft inthis, viz, that {pirits of 
falts, which I call falts unbodied becaufe they have loft their 
body, are become very acid becaufeunbodied ; if fo in Spirits 
that have loft theirbodies, why not after fome-proportion in, 
thofe that have not yet aflumed a bodysas vapours of Nitre, or 
nitrous air being neer to congelation, and bodying, and ime 

pregnant with Spirits of Nitre? 

Now I fay that nitrous vapours; or nitrous air being a fale 
unbodied,are not foacid as Spirits of Nitre, becaufe they are 
more phlegmatick and crude, which flegme they lofe by being 
congealed into a fale: yet for all this,they are far more acid then 
the body offalt : and this is that. which Helmont underftands , 
when he faith that the efurine falt being incorporificatedis. far 
more active,in giving taftand odour then when it hath received 
itsbody by becoming’a fpecificated fale. Furthermore how 
Nitre fhall become fufiiciently acid for the aforefaid operation 
is the great matter to be required into. We muft therefore confi- 
der which way wemay unbody Nitre(feeing it is fcarfe poffible. 
to get it before it hath received itsbody)).and that is done two 
wayes,either by forcing of it into a moft {harp Spirit, which is 
too acid for our intenfion, or by digefting the whole fubftance 
of Nitre into. a Liquor moderately acid, which indeed ferves for 
our purpofe,and the proceffe is this.

An artificial Tunbridge, and Eplame Water. 


Atis granted by all,chat Tunbridge Water proceeds from an 
iron mine, burhow it attra&ts that acidity and that ironith 
and vitriolated taft and odour; feeing upon evaporation there- 


of,there remains little or no vitriall or {alt of iron at the bot« - 


tome, is thegreat queftion;Now for the folution of this, we 
mutt confiderhow many wayesa fubterraneall minerall, or mee 
tall may communicate its acidity to waters, and that faich 
Henricus ab Heers, upon Spaw-waters, ic doth three wayes:one, 
when the water pafling through the mines, carryeth along with 
it fome of the diffoluble parts of the mine, to which is confo- 
nant the faying of driftotle « Such are waters yas is the nitture of thofe 
Mines through which they paffe, as alfo of Galen when he faith,that 
pure water paling through Adinerall Mines carry with them fome' of the 
{ubStance of the Mines. The fecond way is when the vapours ari- 
fing from fermented ‘Minerals and Metalls,aremixed with wa- 
ters- Now that vapours retain the odour, and taft of thofe 
things, from whence they are raifed, Ariftotle in his fourth Book 
Sablimivm affirms,and alfo Helmont when he faith that fome parts of 
the iron Mines being by fermentation turned into a vapour retain the oder 
and t aft of the Mine by vertue of the acid efurine falt,and are not prefently 
reduced into a body, and alfo artificiall vapours of the iron Adines bave 
more vertuese adtivity,( Imeanthofe parts that ave raifed-bya trong is: 
in a furnace from the Mine of iron) then ironit {elfe when it. is melted. 


The third is, when agreat quantity of vapours arifing from the

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aforefaid fermented Mines is elevated, and by, the coldnefle of - 
theambient earth is turned into an acid water,which as it paf> 
feth through the earth meeteth with fome {prings of water, atid 
mixing with themgives them a pleafant acidity.

This being premifed I fhall now proceed to the proceffe of 
making aftificiall waterslike to thofe of: Tunbridge and Ep- 
fome : of the former vig.

Take of the Mine,or ore ofiron, beat it very {mal, and put ic 
into the furnace exprefled page $3. and there will comejforth an 
acid Spirit, and flowers, which you muft mix together till the 
acid Spirit extraéts the falt out.of the flowers, then decant off 
the clear liquor which will havea ftrong taft and fel of iron. 
A few drops of this Liquor put into a glaffe full of fountaine 
water give it the odour and taft of Tunbridge water, and com- 
municates the fame operations to it. | 3 
It openeth all obftru&ions, purgeth by urine, cleanfeth the 
kidneys, and bladdershel peth the piffing of bloud, the ftopping 
of theurine,and difficulty of making water,it allayeth all fharp 
humors, cureth inward ulcérs, and impoftumes, cleanfeth and 
ftrengtheneth the ftomach,and liver &c. 
Note that fountaine water being made moderately acid with 
this acid ironifh Liquor may be taken froma pint to fix pints, 
but by degrees, and after the taking of it moderate exercife is to 


4 be ufed, and fafting to be obferved tillall the water be gone out 


of the body, which will be in feven or eight houres. 
Epfome water is made artificially thus. Take of the mineofal-

Fountaine water made acid with. this Liquer may be taken

To make artificiall precious Qones of all forts of colours. 


Take Cryftalline white: pibble-ftones that are very white 
throughout and have no. mixture of any other colour, which. 
you fhal find in fountaines and onthe fands of the fea:Pat them 
intoa crucible,make them glowing hot (covering the crucible) 
then caft them into cold water,by which means they will crack, 
and be eafily reduced into a powder.; Takethe powder thereof, 
and put the like quantity of pure falt of Tartar thereto, which 
fale muft not be made in any metalline but glaffe veflells, that it 
may have no. mixture of any other colour.To this mixture you 
may adde what.colour you pleafe, which muft be of a minerall 
or ametalline nature,chen put them into.a very ftrong crucible 
which muft be but half full, and. then covered, and there mele 
them ina ftrong fire till they become like glafle.Note that when 
this mixtureis in melting you muft put an iron.rod into it. and. 
take up fome ofit,& if there appear no cornes of gravel] in it, ic 
is enough ; Ifotherwile, you muft mele it longer. The efpeciall 
mineralls and metalls chat give colours arethele, wiz. Copper, 
iron, filver, gold, Wifmut, Magnefia, and granats. : 

Common copper.makes a fea-green; capper made out of 
iron a grafle-green; granats,a {maragdine-green; iron yellow, 
or a Hyacinth colour;filver,white, yellow, green, and granat, 
eolour; golda fine skie colour ; Wifmut conmon blew ; mage 
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nefia, an amethyft colour: And if you will mix two or three 


* of thefe together, they will give other colous. For copper and 


filver mixed together give an amethyft colour: copper, and - 
iron a pale green ; Wiftout,and magnefia,a purple colour; filver 
and magnefia divers colours like as an Opall.If you would have 
this maffe not tobe’traniparent but opac, you may adde the 
calx of tifitoit when it is in melting : a3 if you would make 
Lapis lazuli pthen to your mixture coloured with Wifmut adde 
the'calx of tin,and this mixture when it is almoft ready to con- 
geal caftinto a’ mould where fome powder of gold hath been 
{eattered, andby this means it wil become full of golden veins 
very like true Japs lazuli, which is very pleafant to behold. You 
may by thefe fore(aid preparations caft what formes or figures 


you plea‘e, of what colour you pleafe. 


The Metals, and Minerals for the making of colours oughe 
to bethus prepared, viz. : | 

Plates of copper muft be made red hot,and then quenched in 
cold water, of which then take five or fix graines, and mix them 
with an ounce of theaforefaid mixture,and melt them all toge- 
ther, and they will colour it fea-green. .

To make an Antimoniall up,and to cast divers figures of Antimony.

Avis che cuftome.o fill the Antimonial] cup with Wine, and 
to put as much Wine round about betwixt that and the little 
earthen: cup where it ftands,and fo infute it all night, and then 
drink upall that Wine : but I fear; that fo much Wine ‘will be 
too much as being three or four ounces whenas we feldome ex- 
ceed the quantity oftwo ounces of the infufion of Antimony. . 

Thefe cups, or pictures will aft for ever, and be’ as effe&ual] 
after a thoufand times infufion as at firft:and if they be broken 
at any time, (as eafily they may being as brittleas glaffe) they 
may be caft again into what formes you pleafe.

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Proceed to what concernes our purpofe. Four elements gene. 
Tatea Sperme, by the will of God, and imagination of na- 
ture: For as the Sperme of a man hath its center, or the 
veflell of its fcedin the kidneys : fothe foure elements by their 
indefinent motion (every one according to ‘its quality) caf 
forth a Sperme into the center of the earth, where it is diges 
fted, and by motion is fent abroad. Now the center of the 
earth is a certaine empty place, where nothing ‘can reft: and 
the fourelements fend forth their qualities into. the circum- 
ference of the center. Asa male fends forth his feed into the 
womb of the female, which afterit hath received a due porti- 
on.cafts out the reft, fo it happens inthe center of the earth, 
that the magnetick powder of a part ofany place attracts fome- 
thing convenient to ic felfe for the bringing forth of fomee 
thing, and the reft is cat forth into ftones and other excre- 
ments. |For every thing hath its originall from this fountain ; 
and there is nothing inthe world produced but by this foun- 
tainezas for example; {et upon an even table a veflell of water, 
Which may be placed in the middle thereof, and round a- 
bout it fet divers things, and divers colours, alfo falt, &c. eve- 
ry thing by it felfe: then poure the water into the middle; and 
you fhall fee the water to run every way, and whenany ftreame 
toucheth the red colour, it will be made red by ic, if the 
falc, ic will concra& the taft of falt from it, and fo of the ref; 
Now the water doth not change the places, but the diver- 
fity of places changeth the water. In like manner the feed 
Or {perme being caft forth by the foure elements from the 
Center of the earth unto the fuperficies thereof paffeth through 
Various places, and according tothe nature of the place is any 
thing produced: ifit come toa pure place ofearth, and water, 
4 pure thing is made. : 

The feed, and fperme of all things is but one, and yet 
it generates divers things, as it appears by the former exam- 
ple. - The fperme whileft it is in the: center is indifferent to 
all forms, a when it is come into any determinate place, 
it changeth no moreits forme. The {perme whilefticisin the 
center can as eafily produce a tree,as a metal], and an hearbas a 
ftone, aad one more precious then. another accordifig to the 


purity 
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purity of che place. Now this {perme is produced of elements 
thus Thefetoureelements are never. quiet but by ‘reafon of 
their contrariety mutually a& one upon another; and every 
one of its felfe fends forth its own fubtilty, and they agree in 
the center. Now in this center is the Archeus, the fervant of 


_» nature, which mixing thofe {permes together fends them a- 


broad, and by diftillation faublimes them by the heat ofa con- 
tinuall motion unto the fuperficies of the earth: For the earth 
is porous, and this vapour (or wind, as the philofophers call 
it) is by diftilling through the pores of the earth refolved into 
water, of whichrall things are produced. Let therefore as I faid 
before, all fons of Art know that the {perme of metals is not 
different from the fperme of all things being, viz. a humid va- 
pour, Thereforein vaindo Artifts endeavour the reduction of. 
metals into their firft matter, which is only-a vapour.Now faith 
Bernard Trevifan when philofophers fpeak of a firft matter they 
didnot meane this vapour, but thefecond matter which is an 
unctuous water, which to usis the firft,becaufe we never find the 
former. Now the {pecification of this vapour into diftin& metals 
is thus. This vapour paffeth in its diftillation through the 
earth, through places either cold, or hot; if through hot, and 
pure where the fatneflé of fulphur fticks to the fides thereof, 
then that vapour (which philofophers call the Mercury of phi- 
lofophers}) mixeth, and joyneth it felfunto that fatnefle, which 
afterward it fublimes wich it felfe,and then it becomes, leaving 
the name of 4 vapour, and un&uofity, which afterwards com- 
ing by fublimation into other places, which the antecedent va- 
pour did purge, where the earth is fubtle, pure, and humid, fils 
the pores thereof, and isjoynedto it ; and {0 it becomes gold: 
and where it is hot, and fomething impure, filver. But if 
that fatneffle come to impure places, which are cold,itis made 
lead: and ifthat place be pure and mixed with fulphur, it be 
comes. copper: for by how much the more pure and warm 


- the place is, fo much themore excellent doth’ it make the me- 


talls. | 
Now this firft matter of metals is a humid, vifcous, incom- 
bultible, fabtle fabftance,incorporated with an earthy fubtilty, 
being equally, and ftrongly mixed per minima in the caverns of 
a i the

the earth. But asin niany things there is a twofold un&uofity 
(whereof one is as it were internall, retained in the center of 
the thing left it fhould be deftroyed by fire, which cannot be 
without thedeftruction of the tubflance ic felfe wherein jt is: 
the otheras it were externall, feculent and combuftible ) {0 in 
all metalls except gold, there isa twofold undtuolity : the one 
which is externall, fulphurous, and inflamable, which is joy- 
ned to it by accident, and doth not belongtothe totall uni- 
on with the terreftrial parts of the thing: the other is internal], 
and very fubtle,incombuftible, becaufe icis-ot the fubftantial] 
compofition of Argent uive, and. therefore cannot be deftroyed 
by fire, unleffe with the deftruction of the whole. fubftance, 
whence it appeares whatthe caufe is that metallsare more or 
lefle durable in thefire: For thofe which abound with that 
internall un@uofity are leffe confumed, as itappears in filver, 
and efpecially in gold. Hence Rojarins faith, the philofo- 
phers could never by any meanes. find out any thing that.could 
endure the fire;bwt that un&tuous humidity only which is per- 
fe&, and incombuftible. Geber alfo afferts the fame, when he 
faith that imperfe bodies have fuperfluous humidities, and 
fulphureity generating a combuftible blacknefle in them, and 
corrupting thea:sthey have alfo an impure, feculent and com- 
Buftibletereftriety fo grofle, as that it hindersingreflion, and 
fuGon : buca perfect metall, as gold, hath neither this {ulphu- 
rous orterreftriall impurity ; Imean whenit is fully matu- 
rated and melted, for whileft it is in concoftion it hath both 
joyned to it, as you may feein the golden Ore, but wher they 
doe not adhere to it-fo, but: chat ic may be purificd from 
them, which other metalls cannot, ‘but are both defiroyed 
together if you attempt to feparatethe one from the other ; 
Befides gold hath fo little of thefe corruptible principles mixed 
with it, that the inward fulphur. or metalline {piric doth 
fometimes and in fome places overcome them ofit felte, aswe 
may, fee in the old which is found very pure fometimes. in 
the fuperficies of the earth, and in the fea fands, and is many 


times aS pure as any refined gold. 
Now this gold which is found in fandsand rivers, is not ge- 


nerated there, asfaith Gregoriue Agricola in his third book de 
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Re Metallica, but'is wafhed down from the mountains with 
fountaines that run fromthence. There isalfo a flaming gold 
found (as Paracel[us faith) in the tops cf mountaines, whichis 
indeed feparated of it felfe from all impurities, and is as. pure 
as any refined gold whatfoever. So that you fee, that gold al- 
though it had an extrinfecall fulphur and earth mixed with ir, 

yet it is fometimes feparated from it of it felfe, viz. by that fie~ 

yy {piric that is in it. Now this pure gold (as faith Sandivogins) 
nature would have perfeéted into an elixir but was hindred 
by thecrude air, which crude air is indeed nothing elfe but 
that extrinfecall fulphur which it meets with and is joyned.to 
in the. earth, and which fills with its violence the pores 
thereof, and hinders the aGtivity of the Spirit thercof; 
and this ‘is that prifon which the fulphur (as faith the a- 
forefaid author ) is locked upin, fo that it cannot att upon its 
body, viz. Mercury, and concoét it into the feed of gold; as 
otherwife it would doe: and this is that darkebody (as faith 
Penotus ) that is interpofed betwixt the philofophicall Sunne 
and Moone, and keeps, off the irifluences of the one from the 
other. Nowif any skilfull philofopher could wittily fepa- 
rate this adventitious impurity from gold whileft it is yet li- 
ving, he ‘would fet fulphur at liberty, and-for this his fer- 
vice he would be gratified with three kingdomes,:viz. Ve- 
getable, Animall, and Minerall, I mean he could remove that 
great obftruction which hinders gold from being digefted into 
the Flixir. For,as faith Sandivogius, the Elixir, or Tincture of 
philofophers,is nothing elfe but gold digefted into the higheft 
degree: for the gold of the vulgaris as anhearb without feed, 
but when gold (7.) living gold.(for common gold never can by 
reafon that the Spirits Jare bound up, and indeed as good as 
dead and not poflibly to be reduced to that activity which is 
required for the producing of the {perme of gold) is ripened it 
gives a fecd, which multiplies even ad infinitum. Now the rea- 
fon of this barrennefle of gold that itproduceth not a feed is 

the aforefaid crude aire, viz. impurities: You may fee this il- 

luftrated by this example. 

We fee that Orenge-trees in Polonia doe grow like other 
trees, alfo in Italy, and elfewhere, where their native foyle ’ 
Aa 2 . is, 
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is, and Hi fruit, becaufe they have fufficient heat, but in 
thefe colder colder countreys they are barren and never yeeld 
any fruit, becaufe they are Oppreffed. with cold: but if at any 
time nature be wittily and {weetly helped, then Art can perfec 
what nature could not. After the fame manner it is in me- 
talls; for gold would yeeld fruit, and feed in which it might 
multiply it felfe, if ic were-helped by the induftry of the 
” skilful artift, who knew how to promote nature, (7.) to {e- 
parate thefe fulphurous and earthly impurities from gold. 
Por there is a fufficient heat in living gold, which if it were 
ftirred up by extrinfecall heat, to digeft it into a feed. By ex- 
trinfecall heat I doenot mean the heat of the celeftial] Sun,, 
but that heat which is in the earth and ftirres up the feed, 
Ci.) the living {pirit that is in all fubteraneall {perms to mul- 
tiply, and indeed makes gold become gold. Now this isa heat 
of putrefa&tion occafioned by acid fpirits fermenting in-the 
earth, as you may fee by this example related by Albertus Mag- 
nut, but to which the reafon was given by Sandivogius. There 
was faith the former author, certaine graines of gold found 
betwixt the teeth of adeadman inthe grave : wherefore he 
conceived there was a power in the body of man to make 
and fixe gold :° but the reafon is farre otherwile, as faith 
the latter authour : for faith he, Argent vive was by fome phy- 
fitian conveyed into the body of this man when he was alive,ei- 
ther by unétion,or by turbith,or fome fuch way,as the cuftome 
was ; and it is the nattire of Mercury to afcendto the mouth 
ofthe patient, and through the excoriation of the mouth to 
be avoided with the flegme. Now then if in fuch a cure the 
fickman dyed, that Mercury not’ having paflage out remained. 
betwixt the teech inthe mouch, and that carcafle became the 
naturall veffell of Mercury,and fo for a long time being fhut 
up was congealed by its proper fulphur into gold by the natu- 
rall heat of putrefaction, being purified by the corrofive flegme 
of the carkaife, but if the minerall Mercury had not been 
brought in thither, gold had never been produced there: And: 
this isa moft true example that as mercury is by the proper ful- 
phur that is in it felfe, being ftirred up and helped by an ex- 
trinfecall heat,coagulated into gold, unlefle it be hindred by

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any accident, or have not a requifite extrin{ecall heat, or 
convenient place, fo alfo that nature doth in the bowels of 
theearth produce of Mercury only goldand filver, and other 
metalls according to the difpofition of the place, and matrix ; 
which affe rtion is further cleared by the rule of reduction, for 
if itbe eruc that all things confift of that which they may be 
reduced into, then gold confifts of Mercury, becaufe Cas moft ' 
grant, Paracel{us afirmes, and many at this day profeffe they 
can doe) it: may be reduced into it. Thereisa way by which 
the tincture of gold which is the foule thereof, and fixeth it, 
may be fo fully extracted that the remaining fubftance will 
be fublimed like Arfenick, and may be as eafily reduced into: 
Mercury as Sublimate. If fo, and if all Mercury may be re- 
duced into a tran{parent water, as ic may ( according to the 
procefle fet down page 75. and as I know how another better 
and eafier way to. turn a pound of Mercury ofit felf into a clear 


“water in halfean houre, which is one of the greateit fecrets 


I know, or careto know, together. with what may be produced 
thence, and {hall crave leave to be filentin) why may not that 
water in fome fenfe, if it be well rectified, becalled a kinde 
of living gold out of which you may perhaps make a medi~ 
cine, anda menftruum unfit for the vulgar to know. It ap- 
pears now from what is premifedthat che immediate matter 
of gold is probably Mercury, and not certaine falts and 1 know 
not what as many dream of, and that the extrinfecall heat is 
from within the earth, and not the heat of the tuna, as fome 
imazine(becaufe in the hocteft countreys there is all,or almoft 
all gold generated) who if they confidered that ia cold coun- 
rreys alfo are, and as in Scotland were gold mines in King James 


. ‘his time, would be of another mind then to think that the: 


*celeftiall fun could penetrate, fo asto heat the earth fo deep as: 
moft gold lies. 

I now having in fome meafure difcovered what the intrinfe-. 
call, and extrinfecall heat, and the matter of gold is, 1 fhall next 
endeavourto explaine what thofe three principles. are, vi%.. 
Salt,Sulphur,and Mercury,of which Argent vive,and gold con- 
fift: Know therefore that after Nature had received from themoft 

High God the priviledge of all things upon the Monarchy

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®f this wourld, fhe began to diftribute places, and provinces to 
“very thing, according toits dignity ; andin the fir place did 
Conftitute the foure elements tobe the princes of the world, 
and that the will of the moft High (in whof will Nature is 
placed) might be fulfilled, ordained that they fhould a& upon 
oneanother inceffantly. The firetherefore beganto act upon 
the aire, and produced fulphur : The air alfo began to act upon 
the water,and produced Mercury : the water al (o began to. act 
upon the earth, and produced fale. Now the earth not havin 
wher: 6 to -& produced nothing burbecame the fubje& of what 
was produced. Sothen there were. produced three princi- 
ples,but our ancient philofophers not fo ftrictly-confidering the 
matter defcribed only twoaéts of the elements, and fo named 
but two principles, viz. Sulphur and Mercury: or elfe they 
were willing to be filent in the other’, fpeaking only to the 
fon of Art. 

TheSulphur therefore of philofophers, ( which indecd is 
the fulphur of metals, and of all things) is not, as many 
think, thatcommon combuftible fulphur which is fold in 
thops, but isanother thing farre differing from that, and is 
incombuftible, not burning, nor heating, but preferving, and 
reftoring all things which itis in, and it is the Calidum In- 
natam of every thing, the fire of nature, the created light, and 
of the nature ofthe fun, and is called the Sun’; fo that whatfo- 
ever in any thing is fiery, and airy, isfulphur, not that any 
thing is wholly {nlphureous, but what in itis moft thin, and 
fiibtle, having the effence of the naturall fire, andthe nature of 
the created light.) which indeed is that fulphur which wife 
philofophers havein allages with great diligence endeavour- 
ed to extract, and withits proper Mercury to fix, and fo to 
perfect the great Magiftery of nature. Now ofall things in the 
world there isnothing hath more of this fulphur in ic then 
gold and filver, but efpeciaily gold, infomuch that oftentimes 
it is called fulphur, (7.).becaufe fulphur is the moft predomi~ 
nant, and excellent principle in ic, and being in it more then in 
all things befides, 

Mercury is not heretaken for common Argent vive; but 
it is the Eumidam Radicale of every thing, that pure aqueous, 


unctu. 
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Un&uous, and vifcous humidity of the matter, and itis ofthe 
Nature of the Moon, and it is ‘called the Moone, and that for 
this reafon, viz. becaule it ishumid, as alfo’ becaufe it is ca-- 
pable of receiving the influence and light of the Sun, viz. 
ialphur. 

Salt is chat fixe permanent earth which is in the center of 
every thing that is incogruptible, and inalterable, and it is 
the {upportér andnourf{e of the Humidum Radicale, with which 
itisftrongly mixe. Now thisfalc hath in ita feed, viz. its 
Calidum Innatum, whichis Sulphur, and its Humidum: Radicale 
which is Afercury ; and yet thefe three are not diftia& or to 
be feparated, but are one homogeneall thing, having upon a 
different account divers names : tor in’ re{peét of its heat, and 
fiery fubftance it iscalled Sulphur, in reipe& of its humidity, 
itis called Mercury, and in refpect of its terreftriall ficcity 
it is called falc, all which are in gold perfectly united, depurg- 
ted, and fixed, 

Gold therefore is moft noble, and folid of all metalls, of a 
yellow colour,compacted of principles digefted to the utmoft 
hight, and therefore fixed. 

Silver isin the next place of dignity to Gold;and differs from 
it in digeftion chiefly, I faid chiefly ,becaufe there is fome {mall 
impurity befides, adhering to filver. 

Now having given fome {mall account of the original! mat- 
ter, firft, and fecond, and manner of the growth of gold, I thal 
in the next place fet downe fome curiofities thereim, and prepa» 
ration thereof. The preparations are chiefly three, viz. Arum 
petabile , which is the mixtion thereof with other Liquors: Oi] ~ 
of gold, which is gold liquid by it felfe"without the mixture of 
any other Liquor: and the tincture, which. is the extraction: 
ofthe colour thereof,

Diffolve pure fine gold in. Aqua regis according to. art ( thes” 
Aqua gis being made of a pound of Agus fortis,and foure ounces 
of falt Armoniack  diftilled together by Retort in fand ) 
which clear {olution put into a large glafle of a wide neck,

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and upon it’pour drop by drop Oil of Tartar made per deliqui- 
umauncillthe Aqua regis which before was yellow become clear, 
and white, for that is a figne that all calx of gold is fétled to: 
thebottome sthenlevit ftand all night, and in the morning 
pour off che clear Liquor, and wafh the calx four or five tinies- 
with common {pring water, being warmed; anddry it’ with a 
moft gentle heat. 

Note,and that wel, that if the heat be'too great,the calx takes 
' fireprefently like Gun-powderand flies. away to thy danger 

and lofie, therefore it is beft to dry icin the fun; orona ftone, 
ftirring it diligently with a wooden f{patle. To this calx adde 
halfe a part of the powder of fulphur,mix them together and in 
an open crucible Jet the fulphur burne away in the fire, putting 
.4 gentle fire to it at the firft,and in the end a moft {trong fice for 
the {pace of an houre, that the calx may in fome manner be re- 
verberated, and become moft fubtle,which keep in a viall clofe 
ftopt for your ules ; 

. Thenmake a Spirit of urine after this manner, viz. Take 
theurine of ahealthy man drinking Wine moderately, put 
it intoagourd, which you muft ftop clofe, and fet in horfe- 
dung for the fpace of forty dayes, then diftill it by Alem- 
bick in fand intoa large receiver, untill all the humidity be | 
diftilled off. Rectifie this Spirit by cohobation three times,that 
the Spirit only. may rife. Then diftill ic in fand by a glaffe 
witha long neck, having a large receiver annexed, and clofed 
very well to it; and the Spirit will be elevated into the top of 
the veffell like cryftall without any aqueous humidity accom- 
panying of it.’ Let this diftillation be continuéd, until] all the 
Spirits be rifen.: Thefe cryftalls muft be diffOlved in diftilled 
rain-water,and be diftilled as before,this muft be done fix times, 
and every time you muft take frefh rain-water diftilled. Fhen 
put thefecryftalls into a. glaffe bolthead, which clofe Herme- 
tically, and fet.in the moderate heat of a Balneum for the{pace 
of fifteen dayes, that they may be reduced into a moft clear 
Liquor... To thisLiquor adde an equall weight of Spirit of 
Wine, very well rectified, and let them be digefted in Balneo

Note that filver hath fome peculiar preparations- which nei- 
ther goldior any other metalls are capable of. 


A green Tintture of Silver. 


Take fine filver,and diffolve it in twice fo much rectified Spiric - 
of Nitre,then abftraté halfe-of the {aid Spirit in-fand,let it Rand 
aday or two in acold place, and much of the filver will: ‘fhoot - 
into Cryftals, and:in oft doing moft ofir. 

Thefe Cryftals are very bitterjyetmay be madeinto pills,and 
taken inwardly fromthree grains to twelve 3 they purge very 
fecurely, and gently, and colour the lips, tangee, and mouth, 
black.
